WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The President 
today sent to the Senate the‘ nomination 
of Willlam M. Taft of Ohio to be secre- 
tary of war. 

The President also mominated Luke E. 
Wright of Tennessee to be c! vil governor 
of the Philippine Islands, and Henry C. 
Ide of Vermont to de vice- civil governor 
of the Philippine Islands. 


TOKIO, Japan, Jan. 4.~Gov. Taft of the 
Philippine Islands arrived here today, 


and was officially welcomed. He will re- 
main three days. United States Minister 
Griscom will give him a dinner and re- 
cepUon, and the Emperor and Empress 
Will give a private audience and luncheon.

Taft resigned from the bench to accept th 
chairmanship af the Philippines commission. He 
signalized his arrival in the islands by dancing at 
a public ball in his honor. It was a Spanish 
dunes, and he made no mistakes.

It was an indication of the spirit with which 
he entered upon his work. He wished to know 
the Filipinos, their desires and ambitions and the 
reasons of thelr antagonism te the United States. 
His investigation led him to the conclusion that 
the presence of American troops formed a constant 
source of irritation. 

He promptly became involved in a controversy 
with Gen, Chaffee, then commanding general in 
the islands, by aski the withdrawal of troops 
from provinces that Chaffee thought had not been 
sufficiently tamed. Chaffee protested to Wash- 
ington that the country was being turned over to 
the enemy and the advantages gained by force of 
arms were being diesipated’ by the civil govern- 
ment. The irate general was told that 
Taft must arrange their difficulties themselves. 

After that there was no more friction, for they 
compromised. 

It has always been known that Taft arded 
the occupation of the Philippines as a mistake. 
But from the beginning he held that, while the 
possession of the islands would prove costly in 
blood and money to the United States, it should 
be beneficial to the Filipinos. If anything were 
to be done with the islands by this government 
it must be in the way of bringing a condition of 
civiftzation and liberty from oppression to a peo 
taught by tyranny to hate authority and Fad lack 
of opportunity to avold attempts at

Steady Rise of Temperature Looked 
For—Government Thermometer 
Registered 4 Below Sunday. 


The weather bureau's spyglass finds that 
the intense cold wave which began Satur- 
day and reached Ms climax Sunday morn- 
ing is passing. A minimum temperature 
of 10 degrees at 1 o'clock Monday morning. 
was followed by a steady rise until 7 
o'clock, when there was a drop of 1 degree 
and a continuance 
of the rise. At 11 
o’clock the ther- 
mome ter. aided 
the sun, registered 
18 degrees. The of- 
ficial prediction is: 
“Partly cloudy 
Monday night and 
Tuesday ; warmer 
Tuesday; light to 
fresh variabie 
winds. Minimum 
temperature Mon- 
day night, about 20/ 
degrees.

City Counselor Bates Holds That He 
Is Entitled to $4000 a 
Year. 


(ity Counselor Bates Monday afternoon 
transmitted to Mayor Wells his opinion as 
te the amount of salary which, under the 
law, Circuit Attorney Folk is entitled to re- 


ceive from the city. | 
Mr. Bates finds that he should receive 


$4000 per year. 

Prior to November, 1903. Mr. Folk was 
being paid by the city treasurer at the 
rate of $5000 per year. 

A question arose At that time as to what 
the amount should be and City Auditor 
Dierkes asked for Mr. Bates’ opinion. 

During the two months intervening Mr. 
Folk has drawn no salary, pending a de- 


cision. 

More than a month ago the Post-Dis- 
patch announced that Mr. Bates had some 
to the conclusion that Mr. Folk was en- 
tiled to only $4600 per year.

2. While it was settled that the canal 
should be built without unnecessary or im- 


proper delay, it was no less clearly shown 
to be our purpose to deal not merely in a 
spirit of justice but in a spirit of generosity 
with the people through whose land we 
might build it. The Hay-Herran treaty, 
if it erred at all, erred in the direction of 
an over-generosity towards the Colombian 
government. In our anxiety to be fair we 
had gone to_the very verge of yielding to 
a weak nation’s demands what that nation 
was helplessly unable to enforce from us 
against our will. The only criticisms made 
upon the administration for the terms of 
the Hay-Herran treaty were for having 
granted too much to Colombia, not for ‘fail- 
ure to grant enough. Neither in the Con- 
gress nor in the public press, at the time 
that this treaty was formulated, was thefe 
complaint that it did not in the fullest and 
amplest manner guarantee to Colombia 
everything that she could 
of title demand.

In the New York Herald of Oct. 30 it 
was announced from Panama that Bogota 
was hurrying troops to the isthmus to put 
down the projected revolt. In the New 
York Herald of Nov. 2 it was *rnounce 
that in Bogota the Congress had indorsed 
the energetic measures taken to meet the 
situation on the isthmus and that 6000 men 
were about to be sent thither. 


FROM NAVAL MEN. 


Quotations like the above could be mul- 
tiplied indefinitely. Suffice it to say that 
it was notorious that revolutionary trou- 
ble of a serious nature was impending 
upon the isthmus.

means of information, „On Oct. 15 Com- 
mander Hubbard of thé navy notified the

REAL PURPOSE OF THE TREATY. 
The attacks against which the United 
States engaged to protect New Granadian 
sovereignty were those of foreign powers; 
but this engagement was only 4 means to 
the accomplishment of a yet more import- 
ant end. The great design of the asticle 
was to assure the dedication of the isthmus 
to the purposes of free and unobstructed 
interoceanic transit, the consummation of 
which 98 be found in an interoceanic 
canal. To @ accomplishment of this ob- 
ect the government of the United States 
ad for years directed its diplomacy. It oc- 
cupied a place in the instructions to our 
delegates to the Panama Congress during 
the administration of John Quincy Adams. 
It formed the subject of a resolution of the 
Senate in 1835, and of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1839. In 1846 its importance 
had become still more apparent by reason 
t the Mexican war. If the treaty of 1846 


d not in terms bind New Granada to 


grant reasonable concessions for the con- 
structions of means of interoceanic commu- 
nication, it was only because it was not 
imagined that such concessions would ever 
be withheld. As it was expressly agreed 
that the United States. in consideration of 
its onerous guarantee of New Granadian 
sovereignty, should — the right ot 
free and open transit on any modes of 
communication that might be constructed 
the obvious intent of the treaty rendered 
it unnecessary, if not superfluous, in terms 
se . — rr for the con- 
strection of such modes of communicatio 
should not be denied. N 

Long before the _ concl 
Hay-Herran treaty the courſe of events 
had shown that a canal to connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans must be 
built by the United States or not at 
all. Experience had demonstrated that 
private enterprise was utterly inade- 
quate for the purpose; and a fixed pol- 
icy, declared by the United States on 
many memorable occasions, and sup- 
ported by the practically ywnanimous 
voice of American opinion, had rendered 
it morally impossible that the work 
should be undertaken by European pow- 
ers, either ngly or in combination. 
Such were e universally recognized 
conditions on which the legislation of 
the Congress was based, and on which 
the late negotiations with Colombia 
were begun and concluded. Neverthe- 
less, when the well-considered agree- 
ment was rejected by Colombia and the 
revolution on the isthmus ensued, one 
of Colombia's. first acts was to invoke 
the intervention of the United States; 
nor does her invitation appear to have 
been confined to this government alone. 

By a telegram from Mr. Beaupre, our 
minister at Bogota, of the 7th of No- 
vember last, we were informed that 
Gen. Reyes would soon leave Panama 
invested with full powers; that he had 
telegraphed the President of Mexico to 
ask the government of the United 
States and all countries represented at 
the Pan-American conference to aid 
Colombia to preserve her integrity’; 
and that he had requested that the gov- 
ernment of the United States should 
meanwhile “preserve the neutrality and 
transit of the isthmus” and should 
“not recognize the new government.” In 
another telegram from Mr. Beaupre, 
which was sent later in the day, his 
government was asked whether it 
would take action “to maintain Colom- 
bian right and sovereignty on the isth- 
mus in aceordance with article 35 (of) 
the treaty. of 1846" in case the Colom- 
bian government should be “entirely un- 
able to suppress the secession move- 
ment there.” 

Here was a 4irect solicitation to the 
United States to intervene for the pur-

jeeted. On the first appearance of danger 
to Colombia, this government would have 
been summoned to interpose, in order to 
give effect to the guarantees of t treaty 
of 1846: and all this in support of -a plan 
which, while characterized in its first stage 
by the wanton disregard of our own high- 
est interests, was fitly to end in further 
injury to the citizens of a friendly nation, 
whose enormous losses in their generous ef- 
fort’ to pierce the Isthmus have become a 
matter of history. 


RECEIVED A MANDATE 
FROM CIVILIZATION. 


In the third place, I confidently maintain 
that the recognition of the republic of Pan- 
ama was an act justified by the interests 
of collective civilization. If ever a govern- 
ment could be said to have received a man- 
date from civilization to effect an object, 
the accomplishment of which was demand- 


ed in the interest of ‘mankind, the United 
States holds that position with regard to 
the interoceanic canal. Since our purpose 
to build the canal was definitely announced, 

re have come all quarters assur- 
ances of approval and encouragement, in 
which even Colombia herself at one time 
participated, and to general assurances 
were added specific acts and declarations. 
In order that no obstacle might stand in 
our way, Great Britain renounced im- 
ortant rights under the Clayton-Bulwer 
reaty and agreed to its abrogation, receiv- 
ing in return nothing but our honorable 
pledge to build the canal and protect it as 
an open highway. It was in view of this 
pledge, and of the proposed enactment by 
the Congress of the United States of legis- 
lation to give it immediate effect, that the 
second Pan-American conference, at the 
gity of Mexico, on Jan. 2, 1902, adopted the 
ollowing resolution: 

The republics assembled at the Inter- 
national conference of Mexico applaud 
the purpose of the United States Gov- 
ernment to construct an interoceanic 
canal, and acknowledge that this work 
will hot only be worthy of the great- 
ness of the American people, but also 
in the highest sense a work of civili- 
zation, and to the greatest degree bene- 
ficial to the development of commerce 
between the American states and the 
other countries of the world. 

Among those who signed this resolution 
on behalf of their respective governments 
was Gen. Reyes, the delegate of Colombia. 
‘Little could it have been foreseen that two 
years later the Colombian government, led 
astray by false allurements of selfish ad- 
vantage, and forgetful alike of its inter- 
national obligations and of the duties and 
responsibilities of sovereignty, would 
thwart the efforts of the United tates to 
emter upon and complete’a work which the 
nations of America, re-echoing the senti- 
ment of the nations of Europe, had pro- 
nounced to be not.only “worthy of the 
greatness of the American people, but

RECALLING THE 
CASE OF CUBA. 


It would be well for those who are pes- 
simistic as to our action in peacefully rec- 
ognizing the republic of Panama, while we 
lawfully protected the transit from inva- 
sion and disturbance, to recall what has 
been done in Cuba, where we intervened 


even by force on general grounds of na- 
tional interest and duty. When we inter 


fered it was freely prophesied, that we in- 
tended to keep Cuba and administer it for 


our own interests. The result has demon- 
started in singularly conclusive fashion the 
falsity of these. prophecies. Cuba is now 
an independent repubiic. We governed it 
in its own interests for a few years, till 
it was able to stand alone, and then start- 
ed it upon its career of self-government 
and independence, granting it all necesgary 
aid. We have received from Cuba a grant 
of two naval stations, sq situated that 
they in no possible way menace the l!b- 
erty of the island, and yet serve as im- 
portant defenses for the Cuban people, as 
well as for our own people, against possi- 
ble foreign attack. The people of Cuba 
have been immeasurably benefited by our 
interference in their behalf, and our own 
ain has been great. So will it be with 
anama. The people of the Isthmus, and 
as 1 firmly belleve of the adjacent parts 
of Central and South America, will 
greatly benefited by the building of the 
canal and the guarantee of peace and or- 
der along its line; and hand in hand with 
the benefit to them will go the benefit to 
us and to mankind.

In that case Mr. John Quincy 
Adams, secretary of state, in an instruc- 
tion to Mr. Anderson, our minister to Co- 
lombia, of May 27, 1823, said: 

By a treaty between the United States 
and Spain concluded at a time: when 
Colombia Was a part of the Spanish do- 
minions * * * the principle that free 
ships make free goods was expressly 
recognized and established. It is as- 
serted that by her declaration of inde- 
1 Colombia has been entirely re- 
eased from all the obligations by 
which, as a part of the Spanish nation, 
she was bound to other nations. This 
principle is not tenable. To all the en- 
gagements of Spain with other nations, 
affecting their rights and interests, Co- 
lombia, so far as she was affected by 
them, remains bound in honor and in 
justice.

The Post-Dispatch’s thorough investigation and complete re- 
port of the conditions with regard to life-saving exits and ap- 
pliances in the St. Louis theaters is a valuable document upon 
which both the municipal officials and the theater managers 
should base prompt action.

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THE KISHINEFF JEWS ARE SAFE. 

The direct appeal of the World and Post-Dispatch to the 
Czar of Russia for-an assurance of the safety of the Jews in 
Kishineff accomplished two most desirable objects. 

(1) It brought from Minister von Plehve the assurance that 
“fears of the forthcoming troubles in Kishineff are unfounded,” 
which is equivalent to a pledge that the Russian government 
will take effective measures to protect the threatened Jews. 

(2) It calmed the fears of thousands of Jews in this country 
and elsewhere who apprehended a renewal of the brutal attacks 
upon the Kishineff Jews during the Russian Christmas holidays. 

The distress occasioned by these fears was shared by all 
humane persons. 

The message to the Czar and its response marks the culminat- 
ing service of the World and Post-Dispatch in the matter of the 
Kishineff outrages. The publicity given to the reports of the 
trials of the leaders of the Kishineff mob by our special cor- 
respondent, who was compelled to flee from Russia on account 
of his work, togethed with the intimation of impending riots, 
warned and aroused the public to a full sense of the danger of 
the remaining Kishineff Jews. 

No government would intervene. The cabinet at Washington 
decided that the United States would not be justified in tak- 
ing action upon a matter wholly within the jurisdiction of the 
Russian government. It remained for the press alone to act 
and the World and Post-Dispatch acted promptly and effective- 
ly. The direct message to the Czar brought the desired official 
response without the possibility of unpleasant complications. 

The incident is a remarkable demonstration of the power 
and position of the great newspaper of the present day. There 
could be no stronger proof of the influence of the modern press 
than the recognition of it by the Czar's government as an in- 
dependent power that must be reckoned with.

Commissioner of Public Buildings 
George U. Heimburger started from the 
City Hall at noon Monday to visit each of 
the downtown theaters and personally test 
their asbestos curtains with a painter's 
“blow-pipe’’ and thus satisfy himself as to 
whether they are absolutely asbestos cur- 
tains or merely curtains of burlap and 
linen with asbestos paint. 

Mr. Heimburger decided upon this course 
of action after hearing reports to the ef- 
fect that there is only one absolutely as- 
bestos curtain. in St. Louis, and that the 
others are only covered with asbestos 
paint. 

In case any of the curtains fail to with- 
stand the flame of the blowpipe it is ex- 
pected that Mr. Heimburger will order 
them replaced at once with absolutely non- 
inflammable curtains. 

Inspectors Hester and Kelleher of the 
building commissioner's office started out 
Monday morning to make an investigation 
of all the theaters and report in detail 
whether each theater is complying with 
the sections of the ordinances requiring 
them to equip playhouse with the fol- 
lowing accessories:

A. C. Bane of California, to prepare för 
the trial of Rev. Hammond, in which he 
was to represent the church. 

About 4:45 o'clock Monday morning Dr. 
Bane was awakened by calls from Dr. 
Beard’s room) He hurried in, and Dr. 
Beard complained of severe pains in his 
stomach. He was writhing on the bed. 

Dr. Bane called William Ahrens, night 
who hurriédly sum- 


moned Dr. Otto L. Sahlender, the hotel 


| physician. 

Dr. Beard was unconscious and beyond 
relief when the physician arrived. He died 
at 6:30. Dr. Sahlender said death was due 
to heart failure. 

Dr. eBard was 53 years old and leaves 
a widow and two daughters in San Fran- 

cisco. 


The Rev. J. D. Hammond. in whose trial 
he. was general counsel for the church, 
had charge of all the Chinese missions con- 
Gucted by the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in San Francisco.
